How Complacent Are Wet 
OW MANY CANADIANS INVEST 
three dollars for.-the Parliamentary 
session as reported verbatim in Hansard we 
do not know.

SEND BULK TO RUSSIA 


Rt. Hon. Margaret Bondfield, 
former Minister of Labor in 
Britain, electrified about 500 
members of the--Women's..Cana- 
dian Club Monday afternoon with 
the above disclosure of Great 
Britain's tremendous all-out war 
effort. She related that the bulk 
of Britain’s aircraft. production 
has been sent to Riissia and that’ 
the bulk of the planes used on the 
Russian fronts are British. 

Great Britain had equipped at 
her own expense the largest U:S 
gun factory. “We are grateful to 
the United States, but I feel it 
is my duty to let people know 
what Britain is doing,” she said, 
amid applause. 

After declaring that the people
